The order of the day being read for the Honfe 
going into a Committee on the State of the Nation, 
Earl Bathurit left the woolfack, Lord Walfingham 


“was called to the table, and their Lordthips imme- 


diately refolved themfelves into a Committee of the 
whole Houfe on the 
Srare or tHE Natio, 

The Lord Prefident then rofe and faid, their 
T,ordthips having received, the affent of her Majetty, 
and his Royal Highnefs the Prince of Wales, in the 
on the Committee to proceed with all pofhible dif 
patch in a bufinefs, where even the delays occafion- 
ed by neceflity could not be looked on without re« 
gret. ‘The next ftep, therefore, which appeared to 
him/as neceflary, was by a formal Refolution to im- 
part a regularity to their own proceedings. They 
were at prefent, it muft be admitted, merely a con- 
vention, being incomplete and imperfect, without 
the affiltance of the third Eftate. The two Houfes 
of Parliament in fuch a fituation were an impotent, 
a maimed, and Aead/e/; trunk, without functions and 
without energy, and could do no one legiflative a& 
until they were crocuned and animated by the pre- 
fence, or affent of the Sovereign. A lamented ca- 
lamity had rendered that prefence and that aid im- 
poflible to be received ! They being, therefore, de- 
prived of the afliftance of the King ia*his wateral 
capacity, they were compelled to refort to his pz/iti- 


cal capacity. "There was but one organ by which | 


this aflittance could be derived, or by which they 
could be reitored to their natural funétions, and this 
organ was the Great Seal This was in fact the 
mouth of the King. It was the inftrument by 
which he declared his will, and was therefore the 
only one by which the courts below could be broupht 
to recognize tleir proceedings formally-and legally 
as an act of Parliament! This mode of proceeding 
had, however, been ridiculed as a phantom! It 
had been faid, that fuch an a& would be an emana- 
tion from, not an addition to their authority. But, 
would thofe who thus were free in their ridicule, 
impart any other mode by which they could be ex- 
tricated from their prefent difficulty? Would they 
Sy that the Prince of Wales could of his- own ‘au- 
thyrity proceed to open the Parliament in due-form ? 
No! ‘That was impoffible ; for, until an a@ of 
Parliament created the Prince Regent, the Refola- 
tions of the two Houfes declarcd that he poffeffed 
no political authority, and confequently the Parlia- 
ment could not be opened by him, nor by any other 
without the ufe of what had been fo frequently 
termed a fiction. Did they require that the Laid 
Chancellor fhould put himfelf into fach a fituation 
of perfonal hazard, as of his own accord to put the 
Great Seal-to any bill? They were compelled 
therefore by neceflity to refort to-a refolution of the 
two Houfes, empowering the proper perfor to 
make ufe of the Great Seal—an_ inftrument which 
his Lordthip faid was of fuch great and particular 
authority, that even if the Lord Chancellor cam- 
mitted a high mifdemeanor by affixing it to letters 
patent, thofe inftruments mutt be confideret’ valid, 
they would:have the full force of ‘law, and copld-not 


be difputed by any of the judges. His Lordhhip,- 


in fupport of his doctrine, recurred to feveral prece- 
dents, but argued principaily upon thofe of the mi- 
nority of Henry VI. 
Lordfhip faid, had beep, ridiculed, had been decla- 
red by fome perfons not fit to bé acied upon, as ha- 
ving been formed in times of barbarity. He wou'd 
however take upon hin-felf to fay to fuch perfons, 
that however fuperior we might be in the knowledge

‘of aits, and in the accbmmodation and luxury of 


life, to our barbarous anceflors, that it by no means 
followed that we were better acquainted with the 
forms of Parliament, or with the Jaw of the coniti- 
tution. ° T'o thofe barbarous anceftors were their po- 
liter pofterity obliged for fome of the beft aéts on 
the ftatute-book, and for the moft effential forms of 
Parliament’ and the conftitution. His Lordithip 
quoted the conduét of Lord Chancellor Hardwicke, 
whofe character as a lawyer and a man of integrity 
he highly panegyrifed, who had fuffered the Great 
Seal to be a‘fixed to an inftrument in the manner he 
now propofed it to be ufed. Two refolutions, he 
faid, would be found neceflary to be adopted, under 
their prefent circumitances, to complete the Legif- 
lature. The firlt which he meant to fubmit to their 
Lordthips, was to eftablifh a commitlion to open and 
hold the Parliament in due form; the fecond would 
follow up the firlt at a convenient time, for the pur- 
pofe of empowering the royal affent tobe given, in 
his Majefty’s name, to the Bill of Regency, by the 
fame, or by another commiflios. His Lordthip 
concluded by moving, * That it is expedient and 
neceffary that letters patent, under the Great Seal 
of Great Britain, be empowered to be iffued by the 
authority of the two Houfes of Parliament, in the 
tenor and form following :

“ George &c. To our trufty and well beloved 
George Auguttus Prince of Wales, Frederick Duke

—they were to give a part of it to the Queen ;— 
and the mangled remnant they were to give to the 
Prince Regent! They were about to fend down 
to Weltminfter hall, where thé higheft" ideas were 
entertained of the political perfection of the Sove-

of its faireft proportions, and deformed by the hand 
of diftruft ! —But the noble and learned Lord had 
faid, that this fiction of the Great Seal was necef- 
fary, as otherwife the act would not be of validity 
in the Courts below. It was neceflary, however, 
to inform the noble Lord, that befides this fiction, 
another forgery was neceffury, as he held in his 
hand abftracts from two ats of Parliament, by both 
of which she Sign Manual alfo was made effentially 
neceffary to the validity of any aét. ‘Thefe were 
the aéts of the 33d of Henry VIIL. and the 1{t of 
Philip and Mary ; the former declaring that no act 
could be valid, unlefs figned by. the Sovereign, or 
in his abfence by the Cu/fos Regni 3 and-the latter 
in deciding on the attainder of the Duke of Nor- 
folk {peaking the fame language, but in ftronger 
terms, by reverfing the whole of the proceedings, 
on the ground, as it was ftated, that the fignature 
of the late Sovereign did not appear on the face of 
the act. His Lordthip concluded, with’ declaring, 
that whenever the fecond Refolution came ta be 
difcuffed, it fhould meet with his moft earnett op- 
pofition. 

Earl Camden replied, that a different meaning 
was to te attached to thofe a@s than that which 
had been inferred by the noble Lord. ‘They were, 
he contended, acts merely affirmative 3 that is, they 
afferted that acts fe figned were legal, but they no 
where contained the affertion, that thofe a&s could 
not be legalized in any other form! His Lordthip 
added, that a precedent direétly contradicting the 
inference of the noble Lord had been put into his 
hand, It ftated, that in 28th Eliz. an act had ac- 
tually paifed under the Great Seal only, and with. 
out the Sign Manual. 

. His Royal Highnefs the Duke of York rofe, and 
in a thort fpeech expreffed his farprife, that his name 
fhould be inferted in a commiffion without his pre- 
vious knowledge. He was fully convinced that the 
whole proceedings were unconttitutional from their 
firft commencement ; and therefore he could not 
confiftent with his honour, accept of a truit which 
he believed to be injurious to the conftitution, and 
utterly inconfiltent with the true intereft of the peo- 
ple. His opinion was already well known; it was 
upon the records of the Houfe; no confideration,
